UNITER STATES. 

The origin of the allusions to New Jer¬ 
sey as a foreign country is fiaid to be as 
follows: After the downfall of the first 

Napoleon, his brother Joseph, who had 
been king of Spain, and his nephew, Prince 
Murat, son of the king of Italy, sought 
refuge in this country, and brought much 
weaith with them. Joseph Bonaparte 
wished to build a palatial residence here, 
but did not desire to become a citizeu, as 
he hoped to return to Europe. To enable 
him as an alien to hold real estate required 
a special act of the legislature. He tried to 
get one passed for his benefit in several 
states, but failed. He was much chagrined; 
especially because Pennsylvania refused. 
After this he applied to the New Jersey 
legislature, which body granted both him 
and Murat the privilege of purchasing land. 
They bought iand at Bordentown, and built 
magnificent dwellings, and fitted them up 
iu the most costly manner. Rare paintings, 
statuary, etc., were profuse and selected 
with care, and the grounds laid out with 
exquisite taste.

THE FALL FACES. 


Somerody who has an affection lor col¬ 
lege professors has called a consultation 
meeting at Greenfield with a view to bring 
out Prof. Seelye of Amherst as candidate for 
Congress in the tenth district. Rather too 
late,°gentlemen: the people of the district 
have settled down upon Chas. A. Stevens 
of Ware and Prof. Stockbridge of the Ag¬ 
ricultural College, with the odds in favor of 
Stevens. The Seelye advocates hope to 
slip their candidate in as a compromise. 


A good deal of stir about candidates for 
Congress. The two Hoars are being asked 
to reconsider their declination to be candi¬ 
dates, and Coggswell is going to run in op¬ 
position to Gen. Butler in the Essex dis¬ 
trict. Here in the eleventh district the 
Republicans are still at sea, not knowing 
what they will do. Now that Gillett re¬ 
fuses, there appears to be no man in Hamp¬ 
den equal to the emergency, and why not 
go back to Berkshire and take Judge Rob¬ 
inson? With him there would be no dan¬ 
ger, and we should have a man worthy of 
the position. . __ 

The coroner’s jury in the case of Hickey, 
the Bridge street gate tender at Spring- 
field, if we are rightly informed, returned a 
verdict of “no one to blame,” and yet en¬ 
gineer Babb was arrested for murder on 
complaint of one of the officers of the rail¬ 
road. He is a young man, only 20 years 
old, and as it was plain that no willful mur¬ 
der was committed, the complaint was 
changed to manslaughter, and the prisoner 
released on ball. He states that he was 
acting in strict accordance with his instruc¬ 
tions' 3 at the time of the accident. We 
should hardly expect a verdict censuring 
the railroad from a jury whose chief was a 
heavy stockholder in the road, and whose 
pocket would be affected by such a v erdict. 

Vermont had an exciting time at its 
State election on Wednesday, and elected 
the Republican State ticket by 25,000 ma¬ 
jority. Asahel Peck of Jericho was elected 
Governor, Lyman G. Hinckley of Chelsea, 
Lieut.-Gov., and John A. Page of Montpe¬ 
lier, Treasurer. The vote was smaller than 
in previous years, and there was considera¬ 
ble bolting, especially in the second congres¬ 
sional district, where Judge Poland, the 
father of the press gag law, was badly de¬ 
feated by the bolters, although it is proba¬ 
ble that the full returns will give Denison, 
one of his opponents, only a small plural¬ 
ity, in which case a new election will be 
necessary in November. The democrats 
have elected more representatives than 
usual, and in five districts there was no 
choice. ■ ~ -■_ ~ 


The Palmer Club opened its 11th annual 
meeting ou Wednesday under the most 
favorable circumstances possible clear, 
bright weather, and 32 entries of horses. 
The track had been put in good condition, 
although very dusty, and a new entrance 
to the park had been made near the Agri¬ 
cultural Hall to accommodate the public. 
Pool selling was brisk, and a roulette 
wheel in full operation in the rear of the 
judges’ stand raked in money rapidly until 
squelched by the State constables, and so¬ 
da water and small beer were sold plenti¬ 
fully on the grounds, although but few 
drunken men were seen during the after¬ 
noon. About 300 people were present ou 
the first day, many of them ladies iu car¬ 
riages. 

The first- race, for horses that never beat 
3 minutes, for a purse of §150, was prompt¬ 
ly called, and nine horses appeared. After 
a long time spent in scoring they got a 
send off, “Lady Wilcox” of Westfield trot¬ 
ting finely, and winning the heat in 2.52. 
On the third heat all passed the judges’ 
stand in a huddle, and “Galway Boy” ran 
into “Lady Wilcox,” throwing out the 
driver and breaking his sulky, for which 
the “Boy” was distanced.

THE WALES MURDER CASE. 

The District Court room was crowded 
three days this week to hear the pre¬ 
liminary examination in the Wales mur¬ 
der case, the majority of the attendants be¬ 
ing from that place. C. L. Gardner, Esq., 
appeared for the Commonwealth, and stated 
that he should endeavor in conducting the 
case to bring out the true murderer, allud¬ 
ing to the general sympathy felt for the 
prisoner. The wituesses were then sworn, 
and Julius Lyon, Burton Burley and J. W. 
Bennett were the first called to the stana, 
and testified as to the position of Soule's 
body as they found It after the murder 
Then Drs. Yale of Wales and Warren ol 
Palmer were called to testify as to the cause 
of Soule’s death. Dr. Yale was positive 
that death was not caused by strangulation, 
but thought the gash inflicted on his head 
caused concussion of the brain and im¬ 
mediate death. The doctor was some¬ 
what confused in his testimony, and it was 
evident that he did not make a thorough 
examination of the body when first called, 
his testimony at the coroner’s inquest con¬ 
flicting with that given at Palmer. Dr. 
Warren testified as to his examination 
of the body after its burial, and flatly con¬ 
tradicted two or three of Dr. Yale s state¬ 
ments. He was also quite positive that 
either of the wounds were sufficient to have 
caused immediate death. 

Charles Hayden testified much the same 
as at the coroner’s inquest, and gave little 
new evidence. He kept his eyes turner 
from the prisoner, and did not have the ap¬ 
pearance of a man who was positive he 
was telling nothing but the truth, aud his 
memory often failed him. 

John Garvin, the next witness, gave a di¬ 
rect contradiction of Hayden’s testimony. 
He said Hayden had been drinking freely, 
aud Aaron sparingly, the latter not being 
intoxicated, that William Fenton left sev¬ 
eral minutes before, and that he and the 
prisoner walked down the mountain to¬ 
gether, followed by Soule and Hayden id 
the carriage, and the rest of the party on 
foot behind. Garvin soon saw Soule and 
Hayden approaching, the horse on a car¬ 
ter, and Soule angrily calling for the empty 
jug, which, with a shovel, Aaron was car¬ 
rying. Felton refused to give it up, and 
Soule pursued him, when he turned and 
threw the jag, hitting Soule on the head, 
and knocking him down. Hayden theD 
jumped from the carriage aud threatened 
to pound Felton, if he would put the shovel 
down, but the prisoner fled, and went on 
home, while Hayden returned to the body. 

Hugh Welch, another of the coal-pit par¬ 
ty, confirmed the testimony of Garvin. He 
said that when he and John King were 
coming from the pit, he heard Hayden, 
who was in advance, and out of sight, call 
to him, saying that Felton had struck 
Soule on the head with bis shovel, and be 
was afraid had killed him. When they 
caught up they saw Aaron and Hayden 
quarreling in the lot, 


ing to get William to go home with him. 
Hayden asked Sullivun (as lie passed him) 
if Soule was “spewing,” and the boy re¬ 
plied ho was not, but was lying still. Sul¬ 
livan then joined the Feltons, and Aaron 
told him that Hayden had run over Bill 
Soule and killed him. The boy said that 
the body was lying ou its right side and the 
face was aot discolored. 

Geo. H. Back testified that the sons of 
Hayden, King and Garvin, came to his 
house from the pit, and their fathers came 
about 8 in the evening. King and Garvin 
said that they had had trouble on the moun¬ 
tain, that the carriage-wheel had been 
broken, and that Bill Soule was killed. Ilis 
mother asked them who killed Soule, and 
one man answered, “Mr. Hayden can tell 
you." Hayden then said to the woman, “I 
will tell you after I notify the authorities ” 
Hayden was somewhat intoxicated and 
greatly excited, while King was also drunk. 
Garvin was comparatively sober. Hayden 
wus told by his boy that he had got on 
Soule’s hat, but flatly denied it. Garvin re¬ 
marked, several times during the eveniug, 
that when he saw Soule fall Hayden threw 
his spade into the bushes. 

William F. FeltoD, brother of Aarou, 
who has also been arrested for the murder, 
told a much different story as to his doings 
the afternoon of the murder, and claims he 
was under a tree smoking, when the men 
came rnnuing out into the field after, the 
murder. He denies seeing the Sullivan 
boy. He asked no question about the mur- 

der. , , 

Martin Williams heard Garvin at Black s 
house, say, speakiDg of Aaron, “Poor fel¬ 
low, he never struck him with a shovel. 

E. D. Shaw, the constable, who arrested 
Aaron, says that Felton was sober when he 
took him, and supposed he wus to be ar¬ 
rested Tor Sabbath breaking, not murder. 

The prisoner, D. A. FeltoD, was called 
up and told, substantially, the followiug 
story : After leaving coal pit saw Hayden 
and Soule coming in carriage, driving rap¬ 
idly. Heard Soule say, “There’s that d—d 
Aarou Felton, he’s a snake in the grass, 
and I’ll pound him within an inch of his 
life before he gets home.” The wagon 
came up, and Hayden said “that d d Lel- 
ton has got your jug.” Soule jumped out 
and ran toward him with extended arms. 
Felton said, “Take your d—djug, if you 
want it,” aud threw it at him, striking him 
between the hip and chest, not on the head. 
Turning around he saw Hayden’s wagon 
strike him at same time with jug, knocking 
him over. Hayden jumped out aud pur¬ 
sued Felton a short distance, when both 
turned and came back, looked over the 
body, which was curled up on bandstand 
knees. There was not cut on his head. The 
party then went out into a pasture, where 
Hayden accused Felton of striking Soule 
with shovel, which prisoner denied. Hay- 
day left and went towards body, but re¬ 
turned aud they again quarreled; Hayden 
was so drunk that sometimes he accused 
Felton, and sometimes Williams or Garvin. 
They again separated, the two Feltons go¬ 
ing towards home, Welch and King to 
Black’s house aud Hayden back towards 
the body. 

As we go to press Friday noon, the coun¬ 
sel for government has commenced his 
plea. Aaron Felton, during the trial was 
dressed neatly, and appeared interested but 
not anxious. He is not the mau who would 
be picked out as a murderer anywhere, but 
he will probably have to sufl’er for being 
caught in bad company and for throwing 
the jug. 

The case is badly mixed at the best, aud 
the evidence plainly shows that the majori¬ 
ty of the coal-pit party were so drunk, that 
their testimony is very conflicting, and un¬ 
satisfactory. It is doubtful if the fail 
blame for the killing can ever be fixed up¬ 
on any one.

The shovel, the broken jug, and a cup, 
which were fouud near the scene ol the 
murder were exhibited. On the shovel 
were found spots which the doctors 
thought strongly resembled blood stains. 
The jug was identified as the one carried 
by Aaron when pursued by Soule. The cap 
was thought to be Hayden’s, and was fouud 
on a twig about 2 rods from the body. 

William Dimraock, one of the searching 
party, gave clear and direct testimony. He 
said Hayden, who went with them, gave 
different accounts of the time of Soules 
death, and demanded the immediate arrest 
of Aaron Felton, for the murder. He also 
mentioned other circumstances which put 
Havden in a very unfavorable position, and 
showed that his stories at different times 
were conflicting. , , „ 

Margaret Garvin, wife of John, and her 
two daughters, testified that the two^ Fel¬ 
tons came to their house after the murder, 
and that Aaron cried and confessed that he 
had killed Bill Soule with a jug. 

This closed the evidence for the proseeu- 
tioo, and the first witness for the defence 
was Braman Bottomly of Walws. He said 
that on the afternoon of the murder he was 
In a berry pasture, a half milo irom the 
coal pit, with King Shaw, and heard aDgry 
voices at the pit. They went over there 
and found Garvin and Aaron in a lot look¬ 
ing at some oattle, while the rest were 
drinking heavily near the pit. Bottomly 
and Shaw talked with the two men, and 
then went back to the pasture. Soon after 
they heard Hayden’s carriage leave the coal 
pit, and angry voices again. When they 
reached the spot they found a horse anu 
carriage near the body of Soule. alley 
saw a number of men in an open lot, ana 
heard one of them exclaim, “ You struck 
him with a shovel with the intention of 
killing him, I will swear it in court.” Bot¬ 
tomly also heard the reply, “I have not 
struck a man with a 6hovel.” He did not 
know any of the party, and did not recog~ 
nize the voices. They then retreated out 
of sight, and heard voices approaching, 
when one said, “My God, oh my God, have 
I killed the man?” Bottomly thinks L was 
the same voice that accused some one ol 
killing Soule with a shovel. Another man 
said, “How came I here to-day?” The vvit 
ness could see none of the men, am. they 
then left for home. Braman stuck closely 
to this statement on the cross-examination. 
King Shaw, the next witness, verified the 
above testimony almost exactly..

and re-arranged every day, in preparing a 
newspaper the size of the Eagle for the 
press. We suppose few people think of the 
printing trade as the most exact and par¬ 
ticular business, but it is. In making up 
type, variations that might be allowed in 
the machinery of the finest watch would 
render the type useless. It is very rarely 
that type furnished by two separate foun¬ 
dries cau be used together without a good 
' deal of trouble, though they try to make it 
after the same standard. We read ouce^n 
a while of a wonderful piece of cabinet 
work or mosiac work, ten, twenty or fifty 
thousand pieces, the maker of which has 
spent months or even years of labor in pro¬ 
ducing it, and the people go to see it as a 
great curiosity, but the most elaborate and 
carefully fitted piece of work of this kind 
ever made does not compare with that 
which the printer does every day. The man 
who does the first is looked upon as an ar¬ 
tist—a marvel of skill, and if a hundred of 
his pieces are put in wrong side up, or 
turned the wrong way, it is not ob¬ 
served in the general effect—but if the print¬ 
er, in fitting ten times as many pieces to¬ 
gether in the same way, puts one where 
another should be, or turns one the wrong 
way, everybody sees it, and is amazed at 
“the stupieu carelessness of those stupid 
printers.

“A FEW REMARKS” 


Mr. Hoar of the Worcester Congression¬ 
al district withdraws his declination to be 
a candidate this year, at the urgent request 
of many of his constituents, and now some 
people think Mr. Dawes can be prevailed 
on to do likewise. But Mr. Crocker of the 
tenth district is determined to stick to his 
card of declination however hard his con¬ 
stituents may urge him to withdraw it. 

Notwithstanding the act of the last 
Legislature, reducing the State Constabula¬ 
ry from 100 to 70, the attorney-general has 
been studying up the matter, and decides 
that the Governor has the power to appoint 
a hundred, and he has accordingly done so. 
We don’t know how many loop-holes that 
law had, but so long as a reduction of the 
number was the intention of the law it is 
not good policy to dodge through any little 
opening the attorney-general may have dis¬ 
covered___ 

The friends of Prof. Seelye met at Green¬ 
field on Tuesday, forty strong, and nomi¬ 
nated him for Congress as an independent 
candidate. A reporter described the gath¬ 
ering as being like “an orthodox prayer 
meeting.” It was a good deal sectarian 
and highly theological in its make up. A 
committee was appointed to carry ou the 
campaign, and fifty dollars were raised as 
a “corruption fund” to carry the election. 
There were only two delegates from all of 
Franklin county, find Amherst and Hadley 
famished twenty-two of the forty persons 
present. We are sorry to have Prof. Seelye 
killed off by his friends in such an injudi¬ 
cious manner. They have taken just the 
right course to spike his gun. They can¬ 
not now go into the regular convention, 
where Seelye would have had a good chance 
of winning as a compromise candidate, 
and to run him as an independent candi¬ 
date is the hight of folly. Mr. Seelye, him¬ 
self, if he has the brains he is credited with, 
can see the fatal mistake, and will refuse 
to be used in that way. Now Mr. Stevens 
and Prof. Stockbridge will have the con 
vention to themselves, and the nominee 
will find a pretty clear track to walk over. 

Democratic Nominations. 

The Democrats held their convention at 
Worcester last Wednesday, and about all 
of them in the State attended. Notwith¬ 
standing their horror of rings and packed 
conventions, everything had been cut and 
dried beforehand, and all the convention 
had to do was to go through the motions 
and nominate the men picked out for them. 
Mr. Leverett Saltonstall presided, and the 
usual committees performed their parts 
with mechanical alacrity. It was observed 
from the first that the sense (scents) of the 
convention was in the liquor interest, and 
that the delegates were generally moved by 
a liberal spirit. Mr. Stearns of Chicopee 
was in his nsnal happy mood, and enter¬ 
tained the convention with that old story 
about being taxed for the nails in our cof¬ 
fins. The following last year’s ticket was 
renominated by acclamation: 

Govenfor—William Gaston of Boston. . 

Lieutenant-Governor— William L. Smith 

S Secretary of Staie—Benjamin F. Mills of Wil 
liamstown. „ , „ .. 

Treasurer and Receiver General—Nathaniel 
Clark of Lynn. 

Attorney General—Osgood Morse of Newbury- 
port. 

Auditor—Waldo Colburn of Dedham. 

The platform, in some respects, is quitu 
new to the old democracy. It recognizes 
the “nigger” as having equal rights with 
white men. It reiterates what has been 
said a thousand times before about “con¬ 
stitutional fidelity" and “specie payments,” 
but what is most interesting to the democ¬ 
racy is its declaration in favor of the aboli¬ 
tion of the State constabulary, and a “strin¬ 
gent, judicious and efficacious law for the 
restriction and regulation of the sale of 
intoxicating liquors.” 

The delegates were in high spirits over 
the prospects of carrying the State, and 
talked as though the millenium for them 
was about toldawu. Gaston and Smith, 
their standard bearers, are very well 
known. They are good men, selected to 
represent bad politics.

MARK TWAIN’S HINTS ABOUT WORK. 

The days are getting longer, aDd the sun 
docs not set as soon as it did in January, 
therefore farmers have ample opportunity 
to put in the seed for an early crop of 
clothespins. 

Turnips should never be pulled—it in¬ 
jures them. It is much better to send a 
boy up and let him shake the tree. 

Cows in wet and slushy weather should 
not be allowed to leave their rooms, other¬ 
wise a sudden attack of influenza may dry 
up their milk Be careful also not to give 
them vinegar with their pickles. It is cer¬ 
tain to make the milk sour. A simple diet 
of soup, plain roast beef and potatoes aud 
rice pudding is the proper thing to make 
cows thrive. 

It is evident that we are to have a back¬ 
ward season for grain. Therefore it will 
be well for the farmer to begin setting out 
his cornstalks aud planting his buckwheat 
cake iu May instead of August. 

With hogs this is the laying season, aud 
you should give them plenty of lime and 
eggshells mixed in their feed. Broken 
glass is good for the same purpose, though 
it is apt to make the shells briiLle. Care is 
to be taken in picking the hog before put¬ 
ting them in the oven. 

The guano is line, but great care is nec¬ 
essary iu reuring it. It should uot be im¬ 
ported earlier than May nor later than 
September. In the winter it should by 
kept in a warm place where it can hatch 
ont its young. 

Chickens, during the early spring, cannot 
be expected to hatch many worms, since 
the latter hibernate in the tops of tall trees. 
Keep your chickens in a. warm stable, and 
see that there is always plenty of hay in 
their racks. Let their halters be long 
enough to permit them to lie down com¬ 
fortably, otherwise you may find them 
choked to death in the course of the uiglit. 

The pumpkin is a favorite berry with the 
natives of the interior of New England, 
who prefer it to the gooseberry for the 
making of fruit cake, and who likewise give 
it preference over the raspberry for feed¬ 
ing cows, as being more filling and fully as 
satisfying. The pumpkin is the only esculent 
of the orange family that will thrive in the 
North, except the gourd and one or two 
varieties of the squash. But the custom of 
planting it in the front yard with the shrub¬ 
bery is fast going out of vogue, for it is 
now generally conceded that the pumpkin, 
as a shade tree, is a failure. 

Compulsory Kissing.— Everbody in Par¬ 
aguay smokes, and every female above the 
age of 13 chews. No, they do not chew, 
but put the tobacco in their mouths, keep 
it there constantly, except when eating, 
and iustead of chewing it, roll it about aDd 
suck it. Only imagine yourself about to sa¬ 
lute the red lips of a magnificent little 
Hebe, arrayed with satin and flashing with 
diamonds as she puts you back with one 
delicate hand, while with the other she 
draws from her mouth a brownish-black 
roll of tobacco quite two inches loDg, look¬ 
ing like a monster grub, and then deposit¬ 
ing the savory lozenge on the brim of your 
sombrero, puts up her face, and is ready 
for a salute. I have sometimes seen an 
over delicate foreigner turn away with a 
shudder of loathing under such circura-’ 
stances, and get the epithet of the savage 
applied to him by the offended beauty for 
his sensitive squeamishuess. However, 
one soon gets used to this in Paraguay, 
where you are, perforce of custom, obliged 
to kiss every lady you are introduced to, 
and one-half you meet are really tempting 
enough to render you regardless of the 
consequences, and you would sip the dew 
of the proffered lip in the face of a tobacco 
factory—even in the double distilled honey 
dew of old Virginia;

PALMER AND VICINITY 


The Republicans of Salem have elected 
Dr. Loring delegates to the State conven¬ 
tion, and several other towns have done 
the same thing. The Doctor is unfortunate 
in this, as it is only fooling with his good 
name, and he has had enough of that. 


These men who condemn caucuses as 
corrupt and ring-ridden, and hold meetings 
themselves to nominate candidates, are not 
improving the system much. Take for in¬ 
stance the recent meeting at Greenfield, 
where thirty-live men, twenty of them from 
one town, got together and denounced the 
caucus system, and pat in nomination for 
Congress a man ns an independent candi¬ 
date, and now ask the voters of three 
counties to give him their suffrage because 
he is nominated outside of caucus and con¬ 
vention. Is this fair for the people 
throughout the district? What chance 
had they for an expression of their prefer¬ 
ences? Was this not a packed meet¬ 
ing—a caucus of the worst kiud? After 
all, the old democratic 'way of calling a 
meeting of voters in every town to desig¬ 
nate men to represent them in convention 
is the true way to make nominations. If 
the voters stay away from the caucuses 
and let a few men run them it is their own 
fault, and a fault that will be committed 
quite often in whatever manner a meeting 
for such purposes may be held. Somebody 
has got to suggest candidates, and so long 
as they are wanted they will be named, and 
one man lias as much right to present his 
candidate as another man has his. Now, 
when these delegates get together and pre¬ 
sent Games, what can be more fair or demo¬ 
cratic than to accept the one favored by the 
largest number? The people of this coun¬ 
try, as a mass, are politicians. This is one 
element of our national life. If our public 
men become corrupt there comes a reaction 
and they are hurled from power. If all 
wrongs could be righted with the abolition 
of the caucus and convention system, we 
should say, Let there be a change, but a 
system that lias stood the wear and tear of 
time, with no serious, injury to our form 
and efficiency of government, will not read¬ 
ily give way to new experiments, especial¬ 
ly, when they have the appearance of fur¬ 
nishing no improvement.

Mr. Beecher has finally brought suit 
against both Moulton and Tilton for defa¬ 
mation of character. Should he be suc¬ 
cessful he may recover of Moulton, but he 
might as well sue a beggar as to sue Til¬ 
ton.

Very unexpectedly, and to the dismay of 
his party, Geo. M. Stearns declines being a 
candidate for Congress in the eleventh dis¬ 
trict. His letter, declining, assumes that he 
could be nominated and elected, and then 
he states that the reasons that have im¬ 
pelled him to this act are, that his business 
will give him a better living than politics, 
and his home is pleasanter aud more con¬ 
genial to his taste than public life at Wash¬ 
ington.

Stearns’ district is Reuben Noble of West- 
field—not sc popular a man by any means, 
but quite as practical a legislator as Mr. 
Stearns. He will lack the magnetism of 
Mr. Stearns to draw men unto him, and 
will fall far short of the prize which Mr. 
Stearns could almost grasp. 

This sudden change of affairs will make 
the way wider and surer for the Republican 
candidate, whoever he may be. Candi¬ 
dates will not be so diffident now, nor so 
doubtful of success; yet there is just as 
much necessity for a candidate worthy of 
the place and the occasion as there was be¬ 
fore. The people want no second-rate tah- 
eut, no second or third-rate men. There 
have been too many such in Congress al¬ 
ready. _ 

Wow for Work. 

The Republican party of Massachusetts, 
In the nomination of its gubernatorial tick¬ 
et this year, has taken the Rum Bull by the 
horns, and the fight will be with that 
thirsty and exasperated animal.

He is not unknown to the public, 
lie has served in both branches of the Leg¬ 
islature, and was a member of the execu¬ 
tive council in 1868-G9. He is an energetic 
business man, and declined being a candi¬ 
date for Congress on account of his numer¬ 
ous responsibilities at home. He will flud 
time, however, to give to the office of 
Lieut. Governor the attention it may re¬ 
quire. Mr. Knight is 57 years of age, but 
is active as most men at 40, aud appears 
not over 50. He is a gentleman in every 
sense of the word, and will fill the place 
with honor to himself aud the people of 
the Commonwealth. 


11EPUBLICAN STATE CONVENTION 

Thomas Talbot for Governor, and II. G. 

Knight for fiicut. Governor. 

Th.e Republicans held their State conven¬ 
tion at Worcester on Wednesday, and a 
very quiet and orderly convention it was. 
Henry L. Dawes presided, and made a sen¬ 
sible speech on taking the chair. He said 
the work of the Republican parly did not 
end here. So long *as the White Leaguer 
and the Kuklux ally themselves to the 
Democratic party, and awake to activity 
When the Republicans cease their vigilance, 
so long will the latter find work to do. He 
spoke of the civil rights bill as “ a sacred 
legacy” which Massachusetts could not bar¬ 
ter away, and pronounced in favor of specie 
payments, protection to loyal citizens at 
the South, the punishment of official delin¬ 
quents, and warned the country against 
centralization of the general government. 

After the several committees had been 
announced, a ballot was taken for Govern¬ 
or, the members voting by counties, each 
passing upon the platform and depositing 
his vote in a hat. The whole number cast 
was 1042, of which Thomas Talbot had 755, 
Geo. B. Loring 198, Chas. Devens, Jr., 51, 
John E. Sanford 20, B. F. Butler 16, E. R. 
Hoar 1. Talbot’s majority being 4G8, on 
motion of A. H. Rice of Boston, his nomi¬ 
nation was made unanimous. 

After dinuer a vote was taken for Lieut. 
Governor, with the following result:

Easthampton. 

Secretary of State- Outer Warner of North¬ 
ampton.

Attorney General— Charles R. Train of Bos¬ 
ton. 

The committee on resolutions reported a 
platform which left out- the liquor plank en¬ 
tirely. It was thought the candidates were 
strong enough on the temperance question 
to need no platform support. The resolu¬ 
tions merely reaffirmed the devotion of the 
Republican party to great principles of jus¬ 
tice and reform; to its belief in a sound 
specie currency; to its horror of outrages 
committed by Southern rebels; to its de¬ 
mand for honest office holders; to its sym¬ 
pathy with all engaged in industrial pur¬ 
suits, and its abiding faith in the purity, 
honesty aud integrity of Thomas Talbot.

Constable Palmer, of Palmer, has 
left in the hands of Sheriff Warren two 
warrants against Martin A. Andrews of 
Wilbrahnm, a desperate negro of much ex¬ 
perience in crime—one for drunkenness, 
and the other for house-breaking in Palmer 
or Monson. Andrews has evaded being 
seen for weeks, still all knew he was here 
every Sabbath. On Saturday evening last, 
Sheriff Warren overheard two individuals 
talking about a good time at one George 
Ware’s that evening. Ware lives in a lone¬ 
ly place, half a mile from any dwelling, and 
about the same distance from the public 
road. About twelve o’clock that night 
Sheriff Warreu pat in an appearance at 
Ware’s house, leaving only one individual, 
who accompanied him. outside of the house. 
He found the object of his search with some 
fifteen or twenty persons of both sexes, and 
all colors and conditions in life, promiscu¬ 
ously together, having an old-fashioned 
“shin-dig.” He at once arrested Andrews 
and took him to the door, when he posi¬ 
tively refused to go further, and returned 
into the house. Warren then sent for re¬ 
inforcements, keeping Andrews in custody. 
On arrival of help Andrews refused to be 
taken alive, and drew a dirk, threatening 
death not only to the sheriff but to any one 
attempting to take him away. He was soon 
let out at the back part of the house, and 
made his escape. At a later hour the’house 
was visited by a stronger force. Andrews 
had returned and was more desperate, hav¬ 
ing secured a loaded musket. He fired the 
gun at Sheriff Warren and the charge 
passed quite near him. The house was 
entered, although strongly resisted by all 
inside, when a general melee commenced, 
duriDg which the sheriff was roughly hand- 
died and considerably bruised. All refused 
to assist him, and Martin escaped a second 
time, being still at large.

A SLIPPERY FELLOW. I' 

In February last a young man named 
George Calkins called at C. C. Shaw’s store 
in this village, aud obtained credit for 
goods nnder pretence of being a son of ' 
George Calkins of Palmer. It was found 
out afterwards that he was of a very differ¬ 
ent family, and belonged in Monson. A 
warrant for his arrest was placed in con¬ 
stable Palmer’s hands in April, and he has 
been searching for him ever since,' until 
last week when he was arrested at a house 
of ill fame in Springfield. His life during 
these six months has been quite interest- 
jing, and he had several narrow escapes 
from the officers. He was traced to Darius 
Beebe's in MonsoD, and the place searched, 
the officers passing within eight feet of 
where he lay concealed in the-bushes.
